Its exquisite 
quality was all the more remarkable, when 
one remembers that these men were singing 
With the roof <o low above their heads that 
they were probably not able to stand up 
straight 

Perhaps the day is not far distant whe 
the B.B.C. will be able, not only to let us 
hear men at work in a coal ming, but 
us see them, too, Surely. then ‘the mine 
will be better understood than they are 
today. T pray that the coming of that day 
may be hastened ; for not only will under- 
standing come, but with it, inevitably, a 
deeper sense of human brotherhood, 

Men who can sing as these men have 
own that they can—men who have shown 
that culture and talent and artistry are not 
the monopoly of a few, but are the treasured 
possessions of the many—these men hia 
proclaimed to the world in this expression of 
their souls that though they may labour in 
hard conditions “and. in dangers which 
cannot be imagined, yet through the d: 
ness of the pit they have beheld the stars

This 
makes it easier for the artist to sing his best, 
and enables those who prefer to sce as well 
as hear to doso, There must be advantages 
too from the financial point of view, 1 
imagine, for the revenue from the sale of 
tickets ‘must make it possible to engage 
famous artists more frequently 

I may, perhaps, be permitted to add a 
personal ‘experience in this ‘connection. A 
‘well-known London concert promoter who 


heard me sing at the B.B.C’s National 
Concert, immediately engaged me for another 
concert in London a few weeks later; so 
that J, at any rate, cannot agree with those 
who say that broadcasting is bad for the 
artist 

Every musician, of whatever nationality 
he or she may be, must regret that Britain 
hhas no National Opera Honse, but broarl- 
casting, if it continues (6, bring to England 
famous artists {rom the Continent, can per- 
haps help to remedy this sad state of affairs.
